SUPPRESSING THE LEAGUE. 


Davitt and Dillon to Be Summoned—Mani- 
Ga’s Rallroad—Foreign News. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, August 80.—There are serious 
rumors this morning, that the proclamation 
of the League isto be followed by its sup- 
pression, and Davitt and Dillon to be immedi- 
ately summoned. The report speaks of the 
suppression of the League as a whole, 
rather than of separate measures, de- 
ing with various branches which 25 
happen to offend. It seems, however, too 
early for such action, though the Government 
may be expected to follow up the vote of the 
House on Saturday by some such steps.

The Government have failed, appar- 
ently, to keep in town their 200 members 
necessary for forcing the closure. The result 
is that in a few days they will be in the power 
of the Irishmen. 

GLADSTONE TO VISIT IRELAND. 

Gladstone may possibly visit Ireland. I hear 
that he isinclined to accept Sexton’s invita- 
tion, but no final decision has been arrived at.

BIG TAX-DODGERS. 


Present Status of the Cases Against Natienal 
Banks of Washington, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPatcu. 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., August 80.—The dis- 
patches published in the Posr-Dreraron 
during the past few days in regard to the 
national banks here escaping all local taxa- 
tion have created considerable interest in 
financial circles. It is a source of much sur- 
prise that the attorney of the District of 
Columbia has been able to institute a suiton 


points which had been decided over and over 
again by the Supreme Court of the United 
States and thus muddle up the matters so that 
the chief subject in controversy was not then, 
and up to date has not been, touched on by the 
Supreme Court of the District of Colambia. 


the national banks in the District are taxable 
as personal property. The Supreme Court of 
the United States has invariably held tn a 
number of decisions that such shares are tux- 
able at their market value for State, county, 
school, municipal and local purposes, to be 
collected from the bank insteud of the indi- 
vidual stockholder. This tax cannot be ata 
greater rate than is assessed on other moneyed 
capital in the State, nor to exceed the rate of 
sbares of stock of State banks. This plain 
and simple question has been mixed 
up with the taxation of capital stock of 
the banks invested in United States 
bonds, the taxation of the bonds depos- 
ited in the United States ‘Treasury to 
protect the circulation of the different banks 
constitutional questions as to the effect ot 
different acts of Congress legislating for the 
whole country, as distinguished from the en- 
actment of laws for the District of Columbia, 
claims of exemption on the ground that in 
paying the tax to the general Government 
such banks were not liable to be taxed in the 
District, and a host of other questions althoug 
irrelevant to the case in point. The tax 
on the shares of these national banks is for 
the new uses and new privileges conferred 
pe their charters an new applieation 
of the bonds within the District of Columbia, 
and that such tax should be paid is 
clearand indisputable. The fiscal corpora- 
tions of the city of Washington have ruled the 
District of Columbia ever since the institution 
of the present form of government by con- 
trolling the uppointment of the commission- 
ers. If a commissioner dares to show any in- 
dependence of action they make itso hot for 
him that he is soon whipped back into the 
traces. The commissioners who preceded the 
resent incumbents would have undoubtedly 
éen reappointed if they had not insisted on 
having the taxes dus by the national banks 
laced in the assessment books, even though 
he cullection of such taxes was defeated, as 
heretofore explained. 


Prof. Baird’s Successor. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 30.—The Prest- 
dent to-day appointed Prof. G. Brown Goode, 
Assistant Director of the National Museum, to 
be Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries, 
vice Prof. 8. F. Baird, deceased, 
Judge McCue, Solicitor of the Treas- 
ury, who was first tendered the office, 
declined it because of his lack of scientific 
knowledge. The office was also tendered to 
Gov. Thompson, the Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury, and he to declined it for the same 
reason. Prof. Goode is a well-known 
scientist, and was associated with Prof. Baird 
in many important duties of a scientific 
character.

Over one thousand children and attendants 
went on the orphans’ fresh air excursion this 
morning.

— clothed. They betray little fami- 


jarity with discipline and none with 
knowledge. The orphans all had bright, 
beaming ‘faces, clean, whole, well 


made clothes, were orderly and appreciative. 
The excursion they seemed to think was the 
greatest good that had ever come into their 
lives, but in going on board they marched as 
regularly as soldiers. The discipline of 
every group was well nigh perfect, being In 
no case of too great severity.

FALSE FIRE ALA 


— 


MYSTERIOUS MISCREANTS WHO PERPLEX 
CHLEF LINDSAY AND THE DEPARTMENT. 


Over Forty Cases Occurring Within the Past 
Six Weeks—Two False Alarms From the 
Same Box Within Ten Minutes—Four 
Alarms Sunday Nignt From Box 138— 
What Would Occur Should the Villainous 
Work Be Extended—The Danger and the 
Remedy—Police Work on the Case. 


Chief Lindsay of the Fire Department is 
sorely perplexed over a series of false fire 
alarms which are being turned on nightly with 
a persistence that ie truly aggravating. The 
district from which the alarms come is bound- 
ed on the south by St. Louls avenue, on the 
north by Bremen avenue, on the east by 
Blair avenue, and on the west by Glasgow ave- 
nue and Twenty-fifth street. The perpetrator 
of these cowardly acts is quite mysterious in 
his movements, if indeed the work is confined 
to one Individual, and he has thus far been 
enabled to elude the eyes of the police. The 
alarms do not seem to come from any one 
particular section of tne district indicated 
above but are characterized by a tantalizing 
uncertainty as to direction which would make 
the matter all the more dangerous should the 
party begin to turn on an indefinite series of 
falee alarms. 

The thing has grown to be almost intoler - 
able, said Chief Lindsay to-day to a reporter 
for the Post-DrsratcH, and unless it is 
promptly checked there is notelling where it 
will stop or what the final results will be. In 
the past six weeks at least forty alarms have 
been turned on from this district of the city 
much to the annoyance of the department. 
Not long ago there were two alarms, both 
false, turned on from one box 
and they were not more than ten or fifteen 
minutes apart. This seems to be the worst 
feature about the whole affair. The man or 
men, whichever it is, who are doing the dirty 
work are not satisfied with distressing us by 
turning on false alarms but they turn another 
on before the apparatus has returned from 
the first trip. The case 1 mentioned 
to you was of this Kind. The 
first alarm was turned on and 
before the apparatus came back another alarm 
was turned on from the same box and of 
course the engines assigned to that box could 
not respond as they were supposed to know 
nothing about it. ell, the result was that 
the apparatus housed just south of these were 
compelled to take their places and respond to 
the alarm only to find that they had been 
fooled by some malicious person. This sort of 
thing cannot lust and 

IT MUST BE STOPPED 
and it will be stopped. 

Were there other prominent examples of 
the evil recently?“ 

Weill, Ishould say there were. I could go 
on and tell you instances of this kind from 
now till doomsday. On Sunday night last 
there were four alarms turned in from box 138 
within a space of thirty-one minutes. The de- 
partinent went out to the locality, Cass avenue 
and Hogan, and in one aliey there they found 
four fires at short distances from one another. 
The work was cleariy that of some person 
who was determined to give the department 
trouble. Then there is another feature to the 
case. The miscreants who have been carry- 
ing on this mysterious Warfare against the 
department seemed to take special delight 
in alarming the department during the recent 
hot spell, when the men and the horses would 
be apt to suffer greatly fromthe heat. Alarm 
afteralarm is sounded, ard, of course, the 
department must respond, and you can 
imagine our feelings when we discover that 
our time and work is all brought out, and for 
nothing only. 

POSSIBLE DISASTER. 

The chief then went on to explain the possi- 
bilities in case this pernicious work should be 
— or extende 

een — Whenever an alarm is sounded 
the nearest houses are supposed to send out 
their apparatus without delay. It makes 
no difference whether the alarm be a false 
one or not it must be answered. In the dis- 
trict bounded by St. Loais, Bremen, Glasgow 
and Blair avenues there are tour engines 
which under ordinary conditions would be 
fully able to cope with almost any fire 


originating within these boundary 
lines, excepting some unusally ex- 
tensive conflugration. Whenever an 


alurm is sounded in this section these en- 
gines respond. Now in case that another 
alarm is turned on from another box in this 
district, the four engines located immediately 
south are compelled to uttend. In the event 


of still a third alarm, the next near- 
est quartette of engines would re- 
spond, and so on. Thus the situation 


will be thoroughly appreciated in the event of 
a series of alarms being turned on, all of them 
being false. Thefirst alarm would call out 
those engines and other fire apparatus in the 


immediate vicinity, the second the next 
and 80 on until finally the apparatus 
in the heart of the city and down 


town would be forced out, and but few 
houses left full. Under these circumstances 
an extensive fre between these points would 
be leit to rage uninterfered with until the in- 
telligence could be conveyed to the returning 
apparatus orthe suburban en ines in the far 
west and far south could reach it. 
THE POLICE AT WORK. 

The attention of the Police Department has 
been called to these outrages, and for some 
weeks past detectives have been at work 
upon the case in the 
endeavoring to catoh the miscreants who 
are responsible. Their efforts, however, have 
thus far been unsuccessful. The misdemeanor 
is punishable by a heavy fine, and if these 
special offenders are caught they will certainly 
be punished to the full extent of the law.

MAXWELL’S FATHER 


Leaves for Home This Morning—A Last Talk 
The Boys“ Chances. 


Among the passengers that boarded the 7 
o’clock Wabash train at Union Depot this 
morning was a stout, elderly English gentle- 
man, father of murderer Maxwell, who 
stood on the rear platform and looked 
back at the city until the train disappeared in 
the tunnel. He left alone. There was no- 
body to see him off. John I. Martin of his 
son’s counsel, who was around with him yes- 
terday, was sick this morning and didn't get 
down to the depot, and Mr. Fauntleroy was 
busy. 80 the old man went away alone. 
There was nobody in the crowd 
he knew, except, singularly enough, 
Jailer Callahan, and he could not help consid- 
ering it a gloomy omen that the last person he 
should see in St. Louis was the person who 
held tne keys to his son’s cell. When the 
train reappeared again in the sunshine on the 
eastern side, the heavy-set passenger 
came out upon the platform again and 
gazed upon the city until the sun-gilded 
steeples and domes passed outof sight. Then 
with a sigh the man turned, went inside and 
feaned his head on his hand in d thought. 
The conductor coming in for tickets disliked 
to disturb him, for he knew the man was 
Samuel N. Brooks and that he waa meditating 
upon his wayward son, Hugh Mottram, alias 
Maxwell, whom he had leit probably forever 
in the St. Louis jail. 

THE FAREWELL. 

About a month avo the father came from 
England in expectatioh that bis son would 
need his comforting — * in the great crisis 
that comes to aconvicted murderer. But the 
crisis has for the present been averted by the 
United States Supreme Court and the father 
must hurry back to Hyde, Englund.

Justice Field’s Decision on the Application 
of the Pacific Commission. 


A PRETTY GIRL SAVAGELY BITTEN BY A. Saw FRANCISCO, Cal., August 30.—In his opin- 


fon deciding that the Pacific Commission can 
not compe! the surrender of the Centra! Pacifig 
books, Justice Field of the United States 
Supreme Court said: 

Few rights are of greater importance or 
more essential to a citizen’s peace and happl. 


ness than the right of personal seourity, and 
that involves not — the protection of his 
person from assault, but exemption of his 
Wate affairs, books and papers from 
the inspection and the scrutiny of 
others. ithout the enjoyment of this 
right all other rights would lose half their 
value. The law provides for compulsory pro- 
duction in the progress of judicial proceed- 
ings, as direct suit for that purpose, of 
such documents as affect the interest of 
others, and also in certain cases for the 
seizure of ocriminating papers necessary 
for the prosecution of offenders against 
public justice, and only in one of these ways 
can they be obtained and their contents mace 
known againstthe will of the owners. The 
act of Con g not only authorizes a search- 
ing investigation into the methods, affairs, 
and business of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, but it makes it the duty 
ot he Railroad Commission to inquire 
into, to ascertain and report whether any of 
the directors, officers or employes of that 
company have been or are now, directly or 
indirectly, interested and to what amount or 
extent in any other railroad, steamship, tele- 
graph, express, mining, construction, or other 
usiness, company or corporation, and witb 
which any agreements, undertaking or leases 
have been made or entered into. There are 
over 100 officers, principal and minor, of the 


Central Pacific Raliroad Company, and 
nearly 3, 000 employes. It is not 
unreasonabie to suppose that a large 

rtion of these ha the same 


nterest as stockholders or otherwise in some 
other company, or corporation with which 
railway company they make an agreement of 
some kind, and it would be difficult to state 
the extent to which an exploration of the 
commission into the private affairs 
of these rsons may not go, if the 
mandate of the sct could be fully carried out.

ANSON ANGRY. 


THE CHICAGO CAPTAIN AT WAR WITH 
PFEFFER AND THE CLUB. 


He Denies That the Team Will Revolt and 
Ge to Pieces—The Fines Inflicted—Chi- 
cago’s New Mascot—Blacklists on the Pa- 
cific Slope—Pat Sheedy Intimates That He 
Will Part Company With John L. Sani- 
van and Start in Business in London— 
Sporting News and Notes—Base Ball Gos- 
sip—Diamond Clips and Chips. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DIsPATCH. 
New Tonk, August 30.—Everything Is not as 
rosy in the Chicago club as one would wish 


among players who expect to win the cham- 
pionship. For some time an under-current of 
Ul feeling has been hinted at between oue or 
two of the players and Oept. Anson, but from 
the fact that they were playing in such luck it 
was not believed. It can now no longer be 
doubted. The first real outbreak occurred in 
Saturday’s game atthe Polo grounds. Oapt. 
Anson, enraged at the bad play of the 
club in general and Pfeffer’s bad play in par- 
ticular, fined him $25 when the player failed to 
properly cover first base and receive a ball 
fielded by Anson. This caused intense ill- 
feeling between the captain and the player 
and afew minutes later Pfeffer intentionally 
juggled the ball in order to make a more 
showy play, but thereby failed to get 
bis man out. Anson fined him $100 on 
the spot. This made Pfeffer furious and 
in the dressing-room,after the game was over, 
he declared he would never handle another 
ball for Chicago unless the fines were re- 
mitted. Saturday night he wrote a statement 
of the case to President Spalding and on Sun- 
day brought the matter up at the meeting of 
the Base Ball Brotherhood, where he offered 
a resolution intended to prevent field 
captains from fining players durin the 
progress ofthe game. Nearly all the players 
of the Chicago Club were in y Ay ae A with 
Pfeffer and for a time it looked as though there 
would be open revolt against Anson and a gen- 
eral refusal to play under him. The players 
contend that the numerous defeats suffeged by 
Chicago in the Eastern trip so worked on 
Anson that in Satarday’s game he lost his 
head entirely and raved like a wild bull and 
Pfeffer happened to be the one gored. 

It was reported yesterday that the whole 
team started out on Sunday to do the town, 
and that Anson fined the members of his 
team right and left. Ryan caught it for $150 
and Pfeffer for $250. Sunday and other members 
ofthe team were also fined various amounts. 
This story is not believed, as Sunday isa 
brother-in-law of Anson, by whose efforts he 
is kept on the team, and Pfeffer was at Earle’s 
Hotel all day.

An Entertaining Volume From the Pen of 
Eugene Field. 


The American humorist is a funny fellow 
and usually has several disguises in which be 
cuts his capers; but as a rule there is a birth. 
mark somewhere on his anatomy which Ident.. 
fies him as himself and no other. Most of the 
men who make the smiles, and take them, 


too, have distinctive styles of writing 
which render signatures at the end 
of their articles entirely superfivous. 


Individuality is all very well but in too many 
cases it is merely a knack of giving a fancy 
turn to language or an odd twistto thought 
to gain the —_ and becomes monotonous, 
and there is little of that genuine humor 
which isthe reflection of human nature, the 
kindly twitting of human foibles, the turning 
ot ineidents away with an intelligent grasp of 
the ridiculous which is Irresistible. 

An addition to this kind of humor is always 
welcome and it is found in a smal! volume just 
issued by Ticknor & Co. of Boston he 
title o it is ‘**Culture’s Garland,“ 
and the author is Eugene Field of the Chicago 
News. It is a collection of the quaint conceits, 
clever satires and humorous sketches of that 
brilllant writer. Nearly all of Mr. Field's life 
has been spent in the rush and whirl of a 
newspaper office, where work is done under 
pressure, but despite this fact the volume 
shows finish, elegance, a depth of insight into 
human nature and a spontaneous flow of 
humor which make it thoroughly entertaining. 
Current fads, phases of life and weaknesses 
are the topics, and they are cleverly handled. 
It ought bring several dollars per front 
foot, even in the Chicago literary market.
